JAMES M’MILLIN, . 1 

BORN j 

July 26, 18 16, 

Was Murdered In 
the city of Memphis 
By Isaac L. Bolton, 

May S3. 1857. 

Aged 

$0 Yrs to Mr. 27 Da. 

Beyond this Ilea a story of the ante- 
helium days, when slavery wsa rtcog- 
nlzcd as a "divine inalltation," and 
when the traffic In humau beings wsa 
regarded as a legitimate U not an hon- 
orable bnainess enterprise. 

WAS A NIGOgU TltADXX. 

Jim McMlllIn, as be was familiarly 
known, waa, in the parlance of that 
period, a "nfgger trader." At the 
time of which we write be lived In a 
honse In the I'brlck row" in West 
Second street, osing the cellar for 1 
"pen," tke windows sad doors being 
neenred by Iran bars, bolts and locks. 
As he bought slaves he herded them 
In this pea until he secured s 
"drove*" when he took them South 
by boat — Ibrre was no direct railway 
commnnlcatlon In those noprogreas- 
tve days— disposing of them to other 
and more extensive "nigger traders" 
lu the cottOB and angar centers, Mem- 
phis being a favorite market--Jnat as 
Cincinnati la today ihe iavorlte mar- 
ket for the Mason county farmer’s 
drove nf hogs. 

Among the largeet "dcslcra'' in 
Memphis were N. U. Kurrost, after- 
ward the famona Cunledethte cavalty 
leaucr, aud Bolton, Dickeaa & Co., 
the latter firm conduct;rg an immense 
slave pen at the foot of Howard Row 
on the river Lent, with hranches in 
Richmond, Va., and Montgomery, 
AU. 

Some uiontha previous to the fatal 
occnrrence Mr. McMlllln bad sold a 
bunch of negroes to the latter firm, 
among which was a "likely yonng 
mnlatto" — aa they were described In 
the tale bllla. 

This "boy” was to become free up- 
on rtaeblag a certain age, and this 
fact waa stated to tha buyers at tha 
tlma of sale. 

Subsequently Bolton, Dickens dt 
Co., disposed of the slave farther 
Sonth, withont, however, disclosing 
the fact of his limited servitude; and 
when the tmth became known to the 
lost purchases be called the Memphis 
firm to arconnt. 

It must be remembered that Mem- 
phis In 1857 was a long way removed 
from Maytville. The telegraphic ser- 
vice was an "infant industry," the 
telephone waa unknown, and speed- 
iest mode of direct travel was by 
steamboat. 

In May, 1857, Mr. McMlllln made 
hla first trip to Memphis after the oc- 
cnrrence above alated. On the date 
recordal In hla epitaph he was seated 
In the office of Bolton .Dickens & Co., 
talking with Mr. Dickens. 

Mr. Bolton entered, and Mr. Dlck- 
ena arose and said: 

"Mr. Bolton, thia la Mr. McMlllln, 
of Kentucky." 

In those days It waa the proper ca- 
per for every Southern gentleman to 
"tote" aa arsenal, re-cnioiccd with 
tha favorite Bowie knits. 

Without waiting for a word of ex- 
planation, and with all the fires of 
"chivalry" converted into a confla- 
gration, Bolton, with the frenzy of a 
demon, cxclalmedi 

"Yon are the — — — that sold ns 
a free nlggerl" At the same time 
shooting McMlllln with a Derringer, 
and Instantly drawing a Bowle-knile 
and literally disemboweling his de- 
feaseleas victim. 

McMlllln died in a few minutes and 
somewhat slngnlaily, Bolton was ar- 
rested and committed to the "Brown 
Eagle" arlthont ball — Brown Eagle 
being the enphonlons name for the 
local jail. 

The excitement in Mcrapfala rose to 
. the highest tenai'm', for there were 
: thousands of noble ptople there who 
dcprcCMted the frequency of murder 
' and -the uniform dismissal of the 
I offender.

One o( the Roynl Re.ldenee. of tbn 
Bnltnn nr Moroepo. 

There 1* no more lnti>rei>tlng city in 
Moroocu than .Meliinez. Koundcl and 
built by Mulnl I.iimln, the tyrannical 
sultan who n'lgncl through the mldtlle 
of the eight eeiifh century. It still dis- 
plays tlie cxtrauiilinary buildings wldcli 
he cnuewl to l>e orecl^ largely by the 
aid of Christian slaves. Today It Is Im- 
possible e\en to guess tlio purposes for 
which many of these massen of mason- 
ry w-»'re coiiHtruet,'d. tVnIls of gn>nt 
thickness, vome wide enongli to drive a 
onrriiige and i«ilr along, are met with 
in the most unex|H>e(e«l phut's, running 
here (uirnllel, her,< at right angles to 
one another, and st‘,'mlng ns though 
built for no piirpum* exoi'pt for the em- 
ployment of the vast nunilier of forc,<<l 
lalHirers that Mulai Ismaln always kept 
nt bla court. II,*rc and there are gate- 
ways of great lienoty, such as the deli- 
cate tiled gate of "Mansur cl-.VlJ,” with 
Us large niarhic roliiinns and t'orln- 
tblnn capitals, supiiortlng buttroas of 
gray stone and nrnbemiiiea, hut on the 
whole It Is rather the vnstnees of tbo 
buildings than any artistic value that la 
romarkabis. 

The old iMilnees of Mulai Ismiiln ore 
In ruins today, and each sultan In hla 
turn has erectcl new residences till 
the Imperial palace today consiota of a 
collection of bulldlnga of every shape 
ami size, scattered among gardens In- 
closed by high walls. A tower, which 
was nncompletcd nt tbe time of tbe late 
sultan's death, remains today Just as 
the workmen left IL with the scaffold- 
ing still standing. Adjoining the i>al- 
ace Is a large |wrk, in which are keiit 
a niimlier of mares, ostriches and gu- 
selles. 

The city Itself Is tolerably clean, and 
possesses no particular features that 
are not common to all Moorish towns. 

Tile eiitrnncn of tlie principal uins4|uc 
ia striking, with great bronst* d'»n said 
to have been brought by the Moors 
from Bpnin. The shops are eompara- 
tlvily few, and the trade never lorgev—
